officials before the Indiana Ra ilroa d 
Commission last week to make rec­ 
ommendations regarding the investi­ 
gation and prevention of 
acijidents.

prominent railroad 
men of the 
state.

their report they

mended that no order should 
be is­ 
sued for crossing of steam or trolley

Many accidents were 
found due to carelessness of the men 
for their own safety. 
A tabulation of the injuries not due 
to train accidents showed 340 deaths 
to unavoidable 
accidents. 
Faulty 
judgment of the injured employe 
was 
responsible for deaths of 236 trainmen. 
Only thirty-eight deaths were 
found 
due to defective equipment.

Y3TERMEX nowadays are farmers of the deep. 
They own their 
artificial beds and seed them down and ctilthate them carefu >. 
and watch their crops and scarecrow off the predatory hordes, 
both men and fish, that otherwise wou ld prey u pon them, ju st 
as the carefu l hu sbandman labors in his fields. 
Su ch an oyster- 
bed as this may comprise a sea-covered natch of anywhere from 
fifty to three hu ndred acres of “bottom” floored preferably with 
good clean sand or brok en rock or shell, yet frequ ently devoid at the stat 
of all natu ral growth of the oysters. 
’ On the natu ral beds the oysters spawn tremeridou sly in the fii.-t war 
months of coming su mmer. 
The spawn attaches itself lik e mi!.tons of re( 
- 
to anything affording a foothold—anything sharp, lik e brok en shells, old Dei­ 
ties, o ther oysters, and rock s. 
With incredible rapidity these freck les expana, 
becoming “spats”—small finger-nail oysters, already hou sed in 
w a l l s of lime. 
Now comes the ovsterman, he of the schooner with its two big iron 
dredges, and he in the sk iff with his tongs. 
Both begin to pillage the beds 
in long, hard days of application. 
They fetch u p tons of baby oysters pitch 
back tons and tons of rock brpk en shell for the foothold of oysters yet to be,and 
sailing away to their stak ed-ou t farms, scatter all this 
seed 
beneath the 
waves. 
Not only are the private oyster-beds carefu lly divided one from another 
by the best of good stak e hedges, bu t each holding is su b-divided again 
into many smaller fields to facilitate the work . 
This becomes necessary from 
the fact, that the seed mu st be permitted to grow for fu lly three sca.sons be­ 
fore mark etable oyst ers can be harv**sted. 
There fore when, wiLh the advent 
of September, the season for bivalves has begu n, the schooners are manned 
with oysfermen proper, who go down to 
dredge ou t a three-year-old crop for 
the tow'ns. 
They are dredged from the beds ju st as rapidly as men and machines can 
fetch them forth. 
The dredge comes u p from the deep lik e a mining cage of 
“ steel 
THrra m ), u pon Us a rrivaT. fs du mped u pon the deck , and over R—goes 
for another. 
Meanwhile a crew of fu riou sly work ing men are bu siiv cu lling 
at the heap. 
Score« of the oysters come no in lu mpv colonies, where six, 
eight, ten or more o f'the creatu res a re cemented together in a grou p. 
The 
men, armed with hammers and sk ilfu l at the work , give one sharp tap at su ch 
an aggregation, and break all its u nits apart. 
A false blow might serve to 
k ill manv ovsters, 
Havtne loaded her de-k s, the « schooner goe« home, only to d’Rchargo with 
fPl nos-1 hie speed and hasten again to her labors. 
At the dock s in the mean­ 
time equ ally ardu ou s emplovnient i* abu ndant. 
The oysters are fork ed lik e 
so mu ch cok e u pon especially constru cted float« , whbh 
nrovided with tank s 
to su bmerge them, are lowered at once below the ebb-tide level where thev 
“drink ” and fatttn for at least three change« of the tide, being watched lik e 
nu rsing babies.

First choosing a steep, slop­ 
ing river bank where the soil is of 
clay and the water at the bottom fair­ 
ly deep, they set to work and care­ 
fu lly remove all the stick s and loose 
stones which might get in their way, 
and then the fu n begins. 
Climbing 
u p the bank at some spot where it is 
not too steep, the first o tter goes to 
the head of the slide, lies down flat 
on his stomach, gives a k ick with 
his hind legs, and down he gtidec, 
head foremost, into the water. 
The 
second follows his leader’s example, 
and then the third, as rapidly as they 
can. 
The bank soon becomes smooth 
and slippery, and 
the— faster 
they 
travel the more the otters enjoy it. 
They k eep on and on u ntil qu ite tired 
ou t, and will come back to the same 
spot day after day to 
renew 
their 
game. 
So common is this practice 
on the part of otters that the relent­ 
less trapper long ago came to k now 
it well and mak es a practice of set­ 
ting his trap ju st w'here the poor lit­ 
tle beasts leave the water to climb 
afresh for another slide, and hardly 
ever fails to secu re the leader, gen­ 
erally the old dog-otter. 
With otters this tobogganing is not 
merely a su mmer pastime. 
In winter 
they have the same amu sement, the 
only difference being that they choose 
a snow bank instead of a mu d one. 
Brehm, the German natu ralist, has 
recorded an exactly 
similar 
game 
played by chamois in the Alps. 
In 
su mmer chamois climb to the u pper 
heights, and there, in the midst of

game very lik e "follow' my leader.”

may be seen a colored print of an 
airship which in many respects re 
sembles the machine with which Wil­ 
bu r Wright has made su ch wonder­ 
fu l progress in aerial navigation. 
The drawing, which was pu blished 
by Ack erman in 1843, was dedicated 
to the directors of the Aerial Transit 
Company. 
It shows the Ariel in fu ll 
flight over green fields, with grou ps 
of nicely dressed 
spectators 
gaz 
ing u p at the wondfrfu l sight. 
In 
the distance lies London, with the 
dome of St. Pau l rising above the 
smok e of the great city. 
The ma­ 
chine is 
represented 
as 
of consid­ 
erable size, with a hu ll lik e that of 
a ship. 
Overhead 
is 
stretched 
a 
hu ge 
spread of canvas, arranged so as to 
form a horizontal plane set at right 
angles to the lino of flight. 
In the 
rear are two big fans, work ed ap­ 
parently by steam power, and a tail 
ru dder, 
while atop of all the red 
ensign flies stiffly ou t to signify the 
triu mph of British invention as well 
as the rapid pace at which the paten­ 
tees hoped their airship wou ld travel 
also inclu ded in the scheme. 
The 
whole design is strik ingly similar in 
conception to the less ambitiou s and 
more su ccessfu l airship of 1008.

Fezes. 


Con s u l G e n e ra l E r n e s t L. 
H arris , 
w ritin g from S m yrna , s a ys : 
T he t r a d e in fezes 
naturally 
oc ­ 
cupies an 
important place 
in every 
part of t he Turkish Empire, b u t the 
gr e a t e s t 
distributing and consuming 
c e n t r e is Constantinople. 
A Vienna 
sy ndicate controls the 
output 
and 
prices. 
The average retail price of 
a fez is 50 cents. 
In order to estimate the total fez 
trade in 
Turkey 
one 
m ay 
recKon 
about cne and a half every y ear to 
every male Ottoman subject. 
It is 
true that in the towns most of the 
men belonging to the better classes 
buy as many as three or four fezes 
each y ear, but this is offset, on the 
other hand, by many in the country 
districts who do not buv more than 
this number during a whole lifetime. 
Ninety per cent of the total fezes 
worn in Smy rna are manufactured in 
Vienna and imported from that city . 
1 ne remaining 10 per oent is import­ 
ed from other towns in Austria and 
from Germany , the latter e<Tuntry scp- 
ply ing. as 1 have been informed, a 
rather cheap quality . 
There is a movement now on foot 
to establish fez factories *in 
Turkey , 
in order to render the trade less de­ 
pendent uprn Austria. 
Several fac­ 
tories have alreadv been established, 
and from all reports are doing well. 
The fezes placed on the market by 
these home factories are of an 
in­ 
ferior quality to the Austrian make, 
but they are cheaper and also avoid 
the necessity of pay ing an entrance 
duty of 11 per cpnt. 
The moulds for 
pressing fezes into shape are import­ 
ed from Germany . 
In the large sea coast towns of the 
Turkish Empire all foreigners, 
and 
even manv Ottonvn subjects of non- 
Moslem religion, do not wear fezes, 
but in the interior of 
\s ia 
Minor 
nearly evervbody , without distinction 
of nationality , wears 
them.—Consu­ 
lar Report.

two towns, and afte r many conferences 


h settlement of the case was reached 
and the suit in court was formally dis ­ 
missed.
